And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That the Maſter or other Perſon having or 
taking the Charge or Command of any Ship or Veſſel, in which ſuch Goods ſhall be fo imported or brought 
as aforeſaid into Great Britain, ſhall, within twenty-four Hours after the Arrival of ſuch Ship or Veſſel at 
ſuch Places reſpectively as ſhall hereafter be fixed upon and appointed for that Purpoſe by the Commiſſion- 
ers of the Cuſtoms, or any four or more of them, in England, or the Commiſſianers of the Cuſtoms, 
or any three or more of them, in Scotland, for the Time being, make Entry, upon Oath, of the Built, 
Burthen, Contents, and Lading of ſuch Ship or Veſlel, with the particular Marks, Numbers, and Contents 


of every Parcel ot Goods then laden on board ſuch Ship or Veſſel, to the beſt of his Knowledge and Belief, - 


and do and perform every Act and Thing in relation thereto, before the Cuſtomer, Collector, or other Chief 
Otticer of the Cuitoms of the ſaid Port, openly in the Cuſtom-houſe at the fame Port, in the Manner di- 
rected and required by an Act, paſſed in the thirteenth and fourteenth Years of the Reign of his late Majeſty 
King CHARLES the Second, intituled, A Act for preventing Frauds, and regulating Abuſes in his Majeſty's 
Cu/tems, under the Penalty of the Forfeiture of one hundred Pounds; and the ſaid Matter or other Perſon 
ſhall, at the Time he ſo makes his Report or Entry of his Ship upon Oath at the Cuſtom-houſe as aforeſaid, 
deliver to the Collector, or other Chief Officer of the Cuſtoms at the ſaid Port, the Manifeſt or Manifeſts, 
or Content or Contents, in Writing, as before directed to accompany their reſpective Cargoes, and to be 
on board every Ship or Veſſel in which Goods ſhall be fo imported or brought as aforeſaid into Great Br;- 
tain; and if the faid Maſter, or other Perſon having or taking the Charge or Command of any ſuch Ship 
or Veſſel, ſhall neglect or refuſe to deliver ſuch Manifeſt or Manifeſts, or Content or Contents, in Writing, 
as aforeſaid, to the ſaid Collector or other Chief Officer of the Cuſtoms, at the Time he ſo makes his Re- 
port or Entry cf his Ship upon Oath at the Cuſtom-houſe as aforeſaid, every ſuch Maſter, or other Perſon 
ſo having or taking the Charge or Command of ſuch Ship or Veſſel, ſhall, tor every ſuch Offence, forteit 
and loſe the Sum of two hundred Pounds. a 

XII. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That if any Package whatever, which ſhall 
have been reported by the Maſter, or other Perſon having or taking the Charge or Command of any Ship 
or Veſſel in Manner herein before directed, ſhall be wanting, and not found on board ſuch Ship or Veſſel, 
in conformity to ſuch Report; or if the Goods reported ſhall not agree with the Manifeſt or Manifeſis, 
Content or Contents; or if either the Report or Manifeſt or Manifeſts ſhall not agree with the Cargo found 
on board of ſuch Veſſel or Vetlels; then and in every ſuch Caſe, tne Maſter, or other Perſon having or 
taking the Charge or Command of ſuch Ship or Veſſel, ſhall forfeit and loſe the Sum of two hundred 
Pounds: Provided nevertheleſs, That in caſe any Goods ſhall be imported without ſuch Manifeſt or Mani- 


feſts, or Content or Contents, in Writing, as herein before is directed; or in caſe the Manifeſt or Mani- 


feſts, or Content or Contents accompanying the Goods, ſhall not agree with the Report, or ſhall be de- 
faced or incorrect, or ſhall not agree with the Goods on board, and it ſhall be made to appear, to the S:. 
tistaction of the Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms, that the Cargo imported was wholly taken on board in 
foreign Parts, naming the particular Places where it was taken on board reſpectively, and that no Part of 


the Cargo has been unſhipped fince it was taken on board, and that the Manifeſt or Content has been lut 


or miſiaid without Fraud or Colluſion, or that the ſame was detaced by Accident, or incorrect by Miſtake ; 
n ſuch Caſe, the Penalties and Forfeitures herein before inflicted ſhall not be incurred: Provided alſo, I hat 
in caſe any Goods ſhall, from urgent Neceſſity, be taken on board of any Ship or Veſſel in any foreign. 
Pert or Place for Great Fritain, after ſuch Manifeſt or Manifeits, or Content or Contents, as required by 
this Act, ſhall have been atteſted in Manner herein before directed, the Maſter, or other Perſon having or 
taking the Charge or Command of ſuch Ship or Veſſel, ſhall make out, or caule to be made out, and thall 
{ian a ſeparate Manifeit or Manifeſts, or Content or Contents, of all ſuch Goods as ſhall be fo taken on 
board; which Manifeſt or Manifeſts, or Content or Contents, ſhall be ſubject to all and every Proviſion in 
this Act contained, to all Intents and Purpoſes, in like Manner as the Manifeſt or Manifeſts, or Content or 
Contents, ſo atteſted as aforeſaid, are ſubjected ; and in ſuch Caſe, the Penalties and Forfeitures herein be- 
fore inflicted, with reſpect to Goods imported without a Manifeſt or Content, ſhal! not be incurred, if the 
urgent Neceſſity of fo taking ſuch Goods on board ſhall be made to appear, to the Satisfaction of the Com- 
miſlioners of the Cuſtoms in England and Scatland reſpectively. | 
XIII. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That if any Goods fo taken on board any 
Ship or Veſſel in any foreign Port or Place, thall, after the Arrival of ſuch Ship or Veſſel within the Limits 
of any Port of Great Britain, or within four Leagues of the Coaſt thereof, or after the firſt Production of 
the Manifeſt or Manifeſts, or Content or Contents, to the Officers of the Cuſtoms, in Manner herein before 
TO directed

directed (whether ſuch Goods ſhall be inſerted in the ſaid Manifeſt or Manifeſts, or Content or Contents, 
herein before directed to accompany ſuch Goods or not 95 be thrown overboard, or ſtaved, or otherwilz in 
any Manner deſtroyed (except in caſe of unavoidable Neceſfity, Proof of which ſhall be made, to the Sa- 
tisfaction of the Commiſſioners of his Majeity's Cuſtoms in England and Scotland reſpectively), the Maſter, 
or other Perſon having or taking the Charge or Command of the Ship or Veſſel on board of which ſuch Ot- 
fence ſhall be committed, ſhall iorfeit two hundred Pounds.

Law, Uſage, or Cuſtom to the contrary notwichitanding : Provided nevertheleſs, That nothing herein 
before contained ſhall extend, or be conſtrued to extend, to the ſelling of any Goods which may by 
Law be entered and warchoufcd, upon Bond or Security being given for the Whole of the Duties due tnereon. 

XV. And be it further enacted by the Autnority aforeſaid, That, from and after the firit Day of August 
one thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty-ſix, it ſhall not be lawful for any Officer or Officers of his Majeſty's 


Cuſtoms in Great Britain to permit or ſuffer any Ship or Veſſel to be cleared out for foreign Parts, from 


any Port or Place whatever in Great Britin, until the Matter, or other Perſon having or taking the Charge 
or Command or ſuch Ship or Veſſel, and the Mate of ſuch Ship or Veilzl, thall ſcverally and reſpectively 
give Security to his Majeſty, his Heirs and Succeflors, by Bond, in the Penalty of two hundred Pounds 

which Security ſhall be taken by the Collector, or other i'rincipal Officer of the Cuſtoms, at ſuch Port or 
Ne who is hereby authoriſed and required to take fuch Security), with Condition that ſuch Maſter, or 
other Ferfon having or taking the Charge or Command of ſuch Ship or Veſlel, or ſuch Mate, as the Caſe 
may be, will not at any Time thereafter land, or cauſe to be landed, any Goods in any Part of this Kingdom, 
in any Manner which 1s or thall be prohibited by Law, or take the ſame on board, in order to their being fo 
landed, nor be anywile concerned, or aiding or aililling in frauduleatly importing, unſhipping, or landing 
the ſame, and will not hinder, moleſt, or oppoſe, any of his Majeſty's Officers of the Cuſtums or Exciſe, or 
ay other Perſon or Perſons aſſiſting them, or cither of them, in the due Execution of their reſpective 
Othces or Employments; or until ſuch Matter, or other Perion having or taking the Charge or Command 
of ſuch Ship or Weſſel, ſhall produce a Certificate, under the Hand of the Collestor, or other Princi- 
pal Officer of the Cuitoms, at ſome other Port or Place in Great Britain, of ſuch Security having 
been before given at ſuch other Port or Place, to ſuch Collector or other Principal Officer, by ſuch Maſter 
and Mate, : 

XVI. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That there ſhall not b: paid or allowed to 
any Perſon whatſoever, upon the Exportation of any Goods intitled to either Drawback or Bounty upon 
Exportation, any Draveback, Bounty, or Allowance whatever, if the Goods are in Bales pres-packed, 
unlels the ſeveral different Names and Specics of the Goods, and the Quantities and Qualities thereof re- 
ſpectively, thall be verified by the reſpective Malter Packer or Maſter Packers therevi, or one of them, 
or, in caſe of the Abſence of fuch Maſter Packer or Maſter Packers, or one of them, from Sick- 
n-{3 or other unavoidable Neceſſity, by the Foreman or other Scrvaiit of ſuch Matter Packer, or Maſter 
Packers, reſpectively, who ſhall have actual Knowledge of tie Contents of the Bales fo reſpectively preſs- 
packed, in the following Manner; (that is to ſay,) It the Goods are packed at the Port hence they are to 
be c ported, or within ten Miles thereof, then by Oath made and ſubſcribed upon the Entry or Cocquet, 
before the Collector or Comptroller, or ocher Chief Officer of the Cuſtoms at ſuch Port (Who is and 
are hereby reſpectively authoriſed to adminifter the fame) ; and if ſuch Goods are packed at any greater 
Distance than ten Miles from the Port from whence the Goods are to be exported, then on the like Oath 


made, and ſubſcribed in Manner aforeſaid, before lone Magiſtrate or Juſtice of the Peace fer the County or 


Place where ſuch Maſter Packer or Packers {hall reſide. 

XVII. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That every Maſter, or other Perſon having 
or taking the Charge or Command of any Ship or Veſlel, on board of 'which any Goods ſhall be thipped 
for Exportation to foreign Parts, from any Port or Place in Greet Britain, fhali, upon Demand, produce 
and deliver to each and every Officer or Officers of his Majeſty's Cuſtoms, who ſhal come on board his 
Ship or Veſſel, either within the Limits of any Port in Great Biitain, or within four Leagues of the Coaſt 


thereof, all and each and every Cocquet or Cocquets delivered to him by the proper Oficer or Okcers of 


the Cuitoms, at the Port or Ports, Place or Places, where the Ship or Veſtel ſnall have been cleared out, 
for the Examination and Inſpection of every iuch Officer or Officers, under the Penalty of one hundred 
Pounds; and if ſuch Officer or Officers ſhall tind any of the Goods on board ſuch Ship or Veſſel not to 
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correſpond with the Cocquet or Cocquets fo produced, he or they is and are hereby authoriſed and required 
to ſeize the ſaid Goods, viich ſhall be forfeited; or if ſuch Officer or Officers thall diſcover that any of the 
Packages indorſed upon the Cocquet or Cocquets fo produced, are not on board the faid Ship or Veſle!, 


the Maſter, or other Prion having or taking the Charge or Command of the Ship or Weſtel, ſhall forfeit 


the Sum of twenty Pounds for each and every Package contained in ſuch Cocquet or Cocquets, and not 
found. 

XVIII. And be it further enaRed by the Authority aforeſaid, That no Entry ſhall paſs, nor any Deben- 
ture be made out, upon Exportation to foreign Parts from Great Britain, of any Goods whatever, which 
are intitled either to Drawback or Bounty upon Exportation, but in the Name of the real Owner or Owners, 
or Proprietor or Proprietors of the Goods, if they, or any of them, are reſident in Great Britain; and 
that before ſuch Owner or Owners, or Proprietor or Proprietors, ſhall receive the Drawback or Bounty, or 
any Allowance to which ſuch Goods may be intitled, or any Part thereof, one or more of them, and not 
any Broker or Agent on his or their Behalf, ſhall, upon the Debenture, verify, by Oath, his or their fo 
being the real Owner or Owners, or Proprietor or Proprietors of ſuch Goods, and alſo that the Goods are 
really and 4212 fide exported to foreign Parts, and have not been relanded in Great Britain; any Law, 
Cuſtom, or Uſage to the contrary notwithſtanding : Provided always, That ſuch real Owner or Owners, 
or Proprietor or Proprietors of ſuch Goods, if he or they ſhall not have purchaſed or obtained a Right to, 
or Property in, the Prawback to which ſuch Goods are intitled, ſhall, and is and are hereby required, at 
the Time ſuch Goods are entered for Exportation, to acknowledge in Writing under his or their Hands 
upon the Entry, the Perſon or Perſons who is or are intitled to ſuch Drawback ; and ſuch Perſon or Perſons 
ſhall, after the Requiſites of this Act are fully complied with, receive ſuch Drawback ; and the Keceipt of 
ſuch Perſon or Perions upon the Debenture ſhall be an Acquittal and Diſcharge for ſuch Drawback : Pro- 
vided nevertheleſs, That nothing in this Act ſhall extend, or be conſtrued to extend, to hinder or prevent 
the Agent of any Corporation or Company trading by a joint Stock from making Oath, in the Manner 
now by Law allowed, to intitle ſuch Corporation or Company to obtain any Drawback or Allowance up- 
on the Exportation of Goods from Grat 5747 ; nor to hinder or prevent any Proprietor or Proprietors 
of Lands in any of his Majeſty's Colonies or Plantations, nor any Perſon or Ferſons whatever, from ex- 
porting from any Place, other than that at which ne or they reſide, if ſuch Perfon or Perſons ſhall reiide at 
a greater 1iſtance than twenty Miles from ſuch Place, any Goods or Commodities whatever; nor any Per- 
ſoa or Perſons whatever from exporting from any Place, other than that at which he or they reſide, any 
Goods whatſoever of Britiſb Manufacture (being the Property of ſuch Perſon or Perfons), by and in the 
Name of an Agent, and ſuch Agent is hereby authoriſed to do and perform every Act and Thing, to intitle 
the real Proprietor or Proprietors of the Goods to all and every Bounty, Drawback, or AJlowance, due by 
Law upon the Exportation of ſuch Goods, and to recover the ſame in as full and ample Manner as if the 
real Proprictor or Proprietors was or were to act therein; provided ſuch Agent ſhall teſtify upon Oath, on 
the Back of the Debenture, over and beſides what is already by Law required to be teſtified upon Oath be- 
fore the Collector or Comptroller, or other Chief Officer of the Cuſtoms (who is and are hereby authoriſed 
to adminiſter the ſame), the Name or Names of the real Proprietor or Proprietors of the Goods, and his 
or their known Place of Abode, and ſhall, if required by the faid Collector or Comptroller, or other Chief 
ny 5 good and ſufficient Reaſon for his Knowledge of the Place to which the Goods are intended to 

e exported. | 

XIX. Provided always, and it is hereby further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That, from and after 
the twenty-ninth Day of September one thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty-fix, no Bounty or Premium ſhall 
be paid or allowed for or upon any Goods whatſoever exported from this Kingdom to Ireland, and that no 
Drawback, Bounty, or Premium ſhall be paid or allowed for or upon any Goods whatever exported from 
this Kingdom to the Iilands of Guernſey or Ferſey, nor any Debenture made out for ſuch Drawback, Bounty, 
or Premium, until a Certincate ſhall be produced, under the Hands and Seals of the Collector, Comptroller, 
and Surveyor of the Cuſtoms, or any two of them, belonging to ſuch Port in Ireland, or from the Regiſter 
of Certificates, or other Chief Officer of the Cuſtoms in the ſaid Iſlands of Guernſey or Ferſey, as ſuch 


Goods ſhall have been reſpectively landed at, certifying that the Goods have been duly landed there; any 


Law, Cuſtom, or Uſage to the contrary notwithſtanding. 

XX. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That no Goods whatever, intitled to either 
Drawback, Bounty, or Premium, ſhall be carried or put on board any Ship or Veſſel whatever for Export- 
ation to foreign Parts by any Perſon or Perſons whatever (except the proper Officers of the Revenue), other 
than ſuch Perſon or Perſons as ſhall be authoriſed for that urpoſe, by Licence under the Hands of the Com- 
miſſioners of his ajeſty's Cuſtoms, or any four or more of them, for the Time being, who are hereby 
authoriſed to grant the ſame, and to require ſuch Security as they may deem neceſſary, by Bond or other- 


wiſe, to be given by the Perſon or Perſons to whom they ſhall grant ſuch Licence, for the actual Delivery 


of the whole of the Goods on board ſuch Ship or Veſſel to the Officers of the Revenue ſtationed on board, 
and for the faithful and incorrupt Dealing, in every Reſpect, of ſuch Perſon or Perſons in regard to ſuch 
Goods; which ſaid Perſons ſo to be licenſcd as aforeſaid, ſhall and are hereby required, upon carrying ſuch 
Goods on board any Ship or Veſſel, to give clear and full Information thereof, in Writing, to the Maſter, 
or other Perſon then in Charge of ſuch Ship or Veſſel, for the better enabling the Maſter to give Notice, as 
required by this Act, previous to his clearing out with Drawback or Bounty Goods; which Licence, when

Provided always, and be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, T hat the Dommiſſioners of 
his af eſty's Cuſtoms ſhall, and are bereby required to grant ſuch Licence as aforeſaid to all and ev-ry Ler- 
ſon d Perſons who is or are now, by Law, intitled to carry or put on board ſuch Goods, and who thall 
give fuch Security as the ſaid Commiſtioners, or any four or more of them, ſhall deem neceſſary, and to no 
other Perſon or Perſons whatever, 24 ; = 

XXII. And whereas it has frequently happened, That Ships or Veſſels, as well bound to Great Britain 
© from foreign Parts, as from Great Britain to foreign Parts, have paſſed the uſual Places appointed for ſta- 
© tioning Otfcers of the Revenue on board of Veſſels, and for relicving or landing ſuch Officers, without 
bringing to for ſuch Purpoſe ,* be it therefore enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, I hat the Maſter, or other 
Perſon having or taking the Charge or Command of any Ship or Weſſel coming or arriving from foreign 
Parts, ſhall nut preſume to pals {uch uſual Places, or ſuch other Places as may hereafter be appointed tor 
that Purpoſe by the Com. niiſioners of his Majeſty's Cuſtoms, or any four or more of them, for the Time 
being, without bringing to and receiving the Revenue Officers on board ; or, being outward bound for foreign 
Parts, ſhall not prclume to paſs without bringing to at ſuch uſual i'laces, or ſuch Places as ſhall be appointed 
as atoreſaid, for the Purpoſe of the Cargo being examined, and of relieving or landing ſuch Officers, unleſs 
in caſe of unavoidable Neceſſity, or Dittreſs of Weather, or other unavoidable Accident, to be made appear 
to the Satisfaction of the Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms ; and that every ſuch Maſter, or other Perſon, who 
ſhall ſo paſs without bringing to for the Purpoſes aforeſaid, either inward or outward bound, ſhall, for each 
and every ſuch (Fence, torteit and loſe the Sum of one hundred Pounds. 

XXII. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, "I hat, from and after the paſſing of this Act, 
any Officer or Officers of his Majeſty's Revenue, properly authoriſed to examine any Ship or Veſſel, or the 
Cargo on board thereof, thall, at all Times, have free Acceſs to the Cabin, and every other Part or Place 
in ſuch Ship or Veſſel; and in caſe any Places within the Cabin, Forecaſtle, Steerage, or any other Part of 
the Ship, or any Boxes, Cheſts, or other Thing contained therein, ſhall be locked, or in any Manner 
faſtened, and the Keys ſhall be withheld, or the Places ſhall not be opened for ſuch Officers reſpectively, on 
their requiring the fame of the Maſter, or other Perſon having or taking the Charge or Command of ſuch 
Ship or Vetiel, ſuch Officer or Officers, if they are of a Degree ſuperior to Lideſmen or Watermen, 
ſhall, and are hereby authoriſed and impowered to open the ſame in the beſt Manner they can, and are 
hereby indemnified in ſo doing; but if ſuch Officers ſhall only be in the Claſs of Lideſmen or Watermen, 
they thall, and are hereby required to fend for their ſuperior Officer, who is hereby in like Manner autho- 


riſed to open, or cauſe the ſame to be opened; and ſhall be, and is and are hereby indemnified in fo doing. 


XXIV. And whereas, by an Act paſſed in the ninth Year of his preſent Majeſty's Reign (intituled, 
* An Aa for better ſecuring the Duties of Cuſtoms upon certain Goods removed from the Out Ports, and «ther 
Places, to London; for regulating the Fees of the Officers of his Majeſty's Cuſtoms, in the Province of Se- 
© negambia Africa; for allowing to the Receivers General if the Duties on Offices and Employments in Scot- 
© land @ proper Compenſation for their Trouble and Expences ; for the better Preſervation of Hollies, Therns, 
and Duickſets, in Foreſts, Chaſes, and private Grounds, and of Trees and Underwoods in Fore/ts and Chaſes ; 
and far authoriſmg the Expartation of a limited Quantity of an inferior Sort of Barley, called Bigg, from 
the Port of Nirk wall, in the Iſlands of Orkney), it is amongſt other Things enacted, That no Nanguin Cloth, 
Muſlins, foreign Callicocs, or foreign Dimity, exceeding in Quantity one entire Piece; and no China 
Earthenware, exceeding in Number twelve Pieces (if the fame {hall have been imported or feized at any 
Out Port in Great Britain), ſhali be brought, removed, or carried, either by Land or by Water, from any 
Out Port or other Place whatſoever, in Great Britain, into the Port of Landon, or the Members thereof, 
cr to any Place whatever within the Diſtance of twenty Miles from the Royal Exchange of London, without

: vw HEREAS the Fiſheries carried on in the Greenland Seas and Davis's Streights have been raiſed, 
Z by the Bounties and Encouragements already given, to a very flouriſhing Condition: And whereas 
the ſaid Bounties will ceaſe and expire on the twenty- fifth Day of December one thouſand ſeven hundred and 
- eighty-ſix, and it will be proper further to encourage and ſupport the ſaid Fiſheries, by granting, to Ships 
employed therein, ſuch other Bounties as the preſent State of the Publick Revenue may juſtify, and the 
Nature and Condition of the ſaid Fiſheries appear now to require :* Be it therefore enacted by the King's 


moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and "Temporal, and 


Commons, in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, That, for and during.

An Act for the Encouragement of the Southern Whale Fiſhery. 


« W II E REAS it is proper to encourage, by new and additional Premiums, the Fiſhery carried on 
c by his Majeſty's European Subjects in the Seas to the Southward of the Greenland Seas and 


© Davis's Streights, tor the Purpoſe of taking Whales and other Creatures found in thoſe Seas: And whereas 


it is of Importance that immediate Effect ſhould be given to ſuch new and additional Premiums ; for 
© which Reaſon it is neceſſary to repeal the Laws by which the preſent Premiums are granted ;” be it there- 
fore enacted by the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Conſent of the Lords Spi- 
ritual and L'emporal, and Commons, in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, 
That, from and after the fifteenth Day of June one thouſand feven hundred and eighty- ſix, fo much of 
an Act, paſſed in the fifteenth Year of the Reign of his preſent Majeſty, intituled, An Act for the Encourage- 
ment of the Fiſheries carried on from Great Britain, Ireland, and the Britiſh Domintions in Europe; and for 
ſecuring the Return of the Fiſhermen, Sailors, and others emp/oyed in the Jaid Fitheries, to the Ports thereof at 
the End of the Fiſhiag Seaſon, as relates to the Whale Fithery carried on to the Southward of the Ereen- 
land Seas and Davis's Streights: And alfo ſo much of another Act paſſed in the ſixteenth Year of the Reign 
of his preſent Majeſty, intituled, An Al for the further Encouragement of the Whal? Fiſhery, carried an 

rom Great Britain and Ireland, and the Britiſh Dominion in Europe, and for regulating the Fees te be 
taken by the Officers of the. Cuſtoms in the Iſland of Newfoundland, as relates to the faid Whale Fiſhery, ſhall 
be, and are hereby repealed, except ſo far as regards Ships or Veſſels, which may have been fitted and 
cleared out for the Purpoſe of carrying on ſuch Fiſhery betore the firſt Day of May one thouſand ſeven 
hundred and eighty-ſix, under the Encouragements given by the ſaid Acts. 

II. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That the ſeveral Premiums hereafter mentioned 
ſhall be paid and allowed for ten Years to twenty Ships or Veſſels employed in the ſaid Fiſhery, under the 
Limitations and Reſtrictions herein after expreficd ; that is to fay, Every ſuch Ship or Veſſel ſhall appear 
by her Regiſter to be Britiſb-built, and ſhall be fitted and cleared out from ſome Port of Great Britain or 


Ireland, or the Iſlands of Jerjer, Guernſey, or Man, and thall be wholly owned by his Majeſty's Subjects

III. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That for fifteen of ſuch Ships or Veſſels

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5 HE RE A8, notwithſtanding the many Laws made for ſecuring the Duties on Starch, and for 
; protecting the fair "I'rader, many grofs Frauds are itil} frequently practifed by various Perſons, to 


+ the great Lots of the Revenue, and the Injury of the fair Trader: For Remedy therect, be it enacted by 
the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and TT em- 
poral, and Commons, in this preſent Parliament atlemblcd, and by the Authority of the ſame, TI hat, from 
and after the twenty-fourth Day of Zune de thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty-11x, before any Starch ſhall 
be put into the Stove or any other Place to dry (except for cruſting), all ſuch Starch {hall be put or wrapped 
in Papers, and ſhall be tied in Manner herein aiter directed; and that when any Starch-maker ſhall be 
d2firous of papering Starch for drying, he, ſhe, or they, thall give to the Officer tor the Duties on Starch,

XIV. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforcſaid, That if any Perſon or Perſons ſhall at any 
Time forge or counterfeit any Stamp or Seal, to reſemble any Stamp or Seal which ſhall be provided in 
purſuance of this Act for ſtamping or tcahng Starch made and papered in Great Britain after the Com— 
mencement of this Act, or the Stock of Starch in tae Hands of any Starch-maker, or hall counterteit or 
reſemble the Impreſſion of the ſame upon the Papers containing Starch as aforeiuid, thereby to defraud his

© intituled, An A for the better ſecuring the Duties on Starch, all Starch-makers are required to give ſuch 
Notices as in the ſaid Act are mentioned, before they begin to empty or waſh out their Vats, and 
before they begin to take off the Slimes or Waſh from the Sour Waters; but there is not any Time li— 
mited within which ſuch Starch-makers ſhall finiſh the emptying or waſhing out their Vats, or the taking 
oF the Slimes or Waſh from the Sour Waters: And whereas there is not any Time limited therein for 
ſhifting the Sour Waters or Green Waters,“ be it therefore enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That,

pretended to be Foreign Wine, ſhall at any Time be fold by any ſuch Perſon or Perſons, ſuch Sale ſhall be

5 HERE AS the Wealth and Strength of this Kingdom, and the Proſperity and Safety of every 
1 Part of the Bit Empire, greatly depend on the Encouragement given to Shipping and Navi- 


© gation: And whereas it is proper that the 4dvantages hitherto given by the Legiſlature to Ships owned 
© and navigaced by his Majeity's Subjects ſhould from hencetorth be confined to Ships wholly built and 
© fitted out in his Majeſty's Dominions :* Be it therefore enacted by the King's mot F ucollent Majeſty, 
by and with the Advice and Content of the Lords Spiritual and "T'emporal, and Commons, in this preſent 
Parliament aſſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, That, from and after the firſt Day of Auguſt one 
thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty-ſix, no Ship or Veſſel foreign-built (except ſuch Ships or Veſſels as have 
teen or ſhall hereafter be taken by any of his Majeſty's Ships or Veſſels of War, or by any private or 
other Ship or Weſſel, and condemned as lawful Prize in any Court of Admiralty), nor any Ship or Veſſel 
built or rebuilt upon any foreign-made Rec} or Bottom, in the Manner heretofore practiſed and allowed, 
although owned by 574th Subjects, and navigated according to Law, ſhall be any longer intitled to any of 
the Privileges er Advantages of a. Britiſh built Ship, or of a Ship owned by Britiſh Subjects; and that all the

HER EAS the Node eſtabliſhed by the Laws and Regulations now in force, for charging and 

ſecuring the Rates and Duties impoſed upon Wort, Wath, and other Liquors, uſed, in that Part 
of Great Bruai called Scotland, tor the diſtilling of Spirits for Home Conſumption, hath not been ſound 
to anjwer the good Purpoſes thereby intended within that Part of the United Kingdom, and it is therefore 
© expedient to impoſe, in lieu thereof, a moderate Duty upon the ſaid Wort, W th, and other Liquors, to 
© be aſcertained by the Size or Content of the Stills there lawfully uſed in the making of Low Wines and 
© Spirits, and to impoſe a further equalizing Duty upon tuch Spirits, made in Scotland for Home Conſump- 
© tion, as ſhall be brought from thence into any other Part of ta= United Kingdom ;* may it therefore pleaſe

called Haberdine), three Shillings: And whereas the Diſtinction between the dried Cod called Haberdine, 
and dried Cod not fo called, is found to be uſeleſs, inaſmuch as little leſs than the whole Quantity of dried 
Cod exported, during the laſt thirty Years, hath been ſhipped as Haberdine, and as it alfo appears that 
the. Value of Cod in ſome of the foreign Markets is much diminiſhed by that Degree of Dryneſs, which

Fiſheries, Agriculture, Manufactures, and other uſeful Objects of Induſtry in that Part of the Kingdom, in 
which the diſperſed Situation of the Inhabitants hath hitherto proved a great Impediment to their active Ex- 
ertions ; and their being collected into Fiſhing Towns and Villages would be the Means of forming a Nur- 
ſery of hardy Seamen for his Majeſty's Navy, and the Defence of the Kingdom: And whereas the finding 
immediate Employment at Home tor great Numbers of People, would be the Means of putting a Stop to 
the dangerous Spirit of Emigration now prevailing, and likely to prevail in a great Degree, to the Depo- 
pulation of that Part of his Majeſty's Dominions, and Lofs to the Kingdom of many of his 3 uſcful. 
Subjects: And whereas an Undertaking for theſe laudable Purpoſes cannot be fo conveniently or effectually 
carried on unleſs a conſiderable Joint Stock be raiſed for that Purpoſe: And whereas ſeveral Perſons have

An Act for amending, and reducing into one Act of Parliament, the Laws relating to 
the Militia in that Part of Great Britain called England, 


a V HERE As a reſpectable Military Force, under the Command of Officers poſſeſſing Landed 
* Property within Great Britain, is eſſential to the Conſtitution of this Realm; and the Militia now 
by Law eftat liſhed has been found capable of fulfilling the Purpoſes of its Inſtitution; and through its 
conſtant Readineſs, on ſhort Notice, for effectual Service, has been of the utmott Importance to the in- 
ternal Defence of this Kingdom of Great Britain And vehereas the Laws now in being relating to 
the Militia are inconveniently numerous; and the ſeveral Powers and Proviſions neceſlary for railing 
training, and regulating the Militia, would be more caſily exccuted, if the ſame were comprited in one 
Act of Parliament :* Be it therefore enacted by the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice 
and Content of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, 
and by the Authority of the ſame, That his Majeſty may and ihall, from Time to Uime, conſtitute and 
appoint Lieutenants for the Counties, Ridings, aud laces herein after mentioned; and the feveral Licute- 
nants ſo appointed, ſhall have full Power and Authority, and are hereby required to call together, arm, array;

him, her, or them, for that Purpoſe, a Deſcription of the (Goods or Chattels which he, ſhe, or they hall 
receive in Pawn, Pledge, or Exchange, and allo the Sum of Money to be advanced.or lent thereon, with 
he Day of the Month and Year on which, and the Name and Place of Abode of the Perſon or Perſons by 
whom ſuch Goods or Chattels are ſo pawned, pledged, or exchanged, and alſo the Name and Place of Abodie 
of the Owner or Owners thercof, according to the Information of the Perſon pawning, pledging, or ex- 
changing the ſame; and in all Caſes where the Money lent on any ſuch Goods or Chattels ſhal not exceed 
the Sum of hve Shillings, ſuch Entry ſhail be made in ſuch Book or Books, by all and every ſuch Perſon and 
Perſons ſo taking the fame by way of Pawn, Pledge, or Exchange, as aforeſaid, within four Hours next 
after the ſaid Goods and Chattcls {hall have been fo pawned, pledged, or exchanged, as aforeſaid ; and every:

or printed, or in Part written and in Part printed, containing therein in like Manner a Detcription of the 
Goods and Chattels which he, the, or they have received in Pawn, Pledge, or Exchange, and allo the 
Sum of Money advanced thercon, with the Pay of the Month and Year on which, and the Name and Place 
of Abode of the Perſon or Perſons by whom ſuch Goods or Chattels are fo pawned, pledged, or exchanged, and 
alſo the Name and Place of Abode of the Owner or Owners thereof, according to the Information atoreſaid 
and upon which ſaid Note or Memorandum, or on the Back whereof, ſhall be moreover fairly written or 
printed the Name and Place of Abode of the Pawnbroker giving the fime ; which ſaid Note or Memo- 
randum the Party and Parties pawning, pledging, or exchanging the ſaid Croods or Chattels, ſhall, and he 
ſhe, or they, is and are hereby required to accept and take in all Caſes, and the Pawnbroker ſhall not receive 
and retain ſuch Pledge, unleſs the Party pledging, or oſtering to pledge the fame, ſhall accept and take ſuch 
Note or Memorandum; and every ſuch Note, where the Sum lent thall be lefs than five Shillings, ſhall be 
given gratis; and where the Sum lent thall be five Shillings or upyards, and lets than ten Shillings ſuch 
tawnbroker thall and may take one Halſpenny tor the ſame; and where the Sum lent ſhall be ten Shillings or 
upwards, and leſs than twenty Shiliings, ſuch Pawnbroker ſhall and may take one Penny for the {ame ; and 
where the Sum lent ſhall be twenty Shillings or upwards, and leſs than five Pounds, the Sum of two Pence 
tor the ſame; and where the Sum lent ſhall be five Pounds, or upwards, the Sum of four Pence, and no 
more, aud which Note ſhall be produced to the Pawnbroker before he or ſhe ſhall be obliged to re-deliver the 
reſnective Goods or Chattcls, except as hęrein- after is exccpted. 

V. And be it further enacted by the Authority atorciaid, "That, from and after the (aid eleventh Day of 
July one thouland ſeven hundred and eighty-ſeven, it any Perſon or Perſons ſhall knowingly and defignedly

berty, Town, or Place where the Offence ſhall be committed (which Oath every tuch Juitice or Juſtices

And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, "That if tne Owner or Owners of any Goc 
or Chattels unlawfully pawned, pledged, or exchanged, ſhall make out, either on his, ker, or their Oh, 
or by the Oath of any credible Witneſs, or, being one of the People called Luakers, by ſolemn Athrmation, 
before any Juſtice or Juſtices of the Peace within his or their Juritdiction, that ſuch Owner or (Owners hath 
or have had his, her, or their Goods or Chattels unlawfully obtained, or taken trom him, her, or them, and 
that there is juſt Cauſe to ſuſpect that any Perſon or Perſons within the Juriſdiction of any ſuch Juſtice gr 
Juſtices, hath or have, knowingly and unlawfully, taken to pawn, or by way of Pledge, or in Exchange, 
any Goods or Chattels of ſuch Owner or Owners, and without the Privity or Authority of ſuch Owner cr 
Owners thereof, and ſhall make appcar, to the Satisfaction of any ſuch Juſtice or Juſtices, probable Croungg 
for ſuch the Suſpicion of the Owner or Owners thereof, then, and in any fuch Cale, any Jultice or Julticez 
of the Peace, within his or their Juriſdiction, may iſſue his or their Warrant for ſearching, in the Day Time 
the Houſe, Warchouſe, or other Place, of any ſuch Ferſon or Perſons, who thall be charged on Oath or 
Afitmation as aforeſaid, as ſuſpected to have knowingly or unlawtully received or taken in Pawn, or by way 
of Pledge, or in Exchange, any ſuch Goods or Chattels, without the Piivity of, or Authority from, the 
Owner or Owners thereof; and if the Occupier or Occupiers of any Houſe, Warehoule, or other Place, 
wherein any ſuch Goods or Chattels ſhall, on Oath or Affirmation as aforeſaid, be charged or ſuſpected to 
be, thall, after the ſaid eleventh Day of Fly one thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty-leven, on Requeſt made 
to him, her or them, to open the ſame, by any Peace Officer authoriſed to ſearch there, by Warrant from a 
Juſtice or Juftices of the Peace for the County, Riding, Diviton, City, Liberty, Town, or Place, in 
which ſuch Houſe, Warehouſe, or other Place ſhall be fituate, retuſe to open the fame, and permit the ſame 


to be ſearched, it ſhall be lawful for any Peace Officer to break open any ſuch Houſe, Warehouſe, or other 


Place, in the Day Time, and to ſearch, as he {hall think fit, therein, for the Goods or Chattels ſuſpected to 
be there, doing no wilful Damage; and no Pawnbroker, or other Perſon or Perſons, ſhall oppole or hinder 
any ſuch Search; and if upon the Search of the Houſe, Warehoute, or other Place, of any ſuch ſuſpect, 
Perſon or Perſons as aforeſaid, any of the Goods cr Chattels which {hall have been fo knowingly aud un. 
lawfully pawned, pledged, or exchanged as aforeſaid, ſhall be found, and the Property of the Owner or 
Owners from whom the ſame ſhall have been unlawfully obtained or taken thall be made out, to the Satif. 
faction of any ſuch Juſtice or Juſtices, by the Oath of one or more credible Witneſs or Witnefles, or if 
any ſuch Witneſs or Witneſſes ſhall be of the People called Quakers, by ſolemn Affirmation, or by the 
Confeſſion of the Perſon or Perſons charged with any ſuch Offence, any ſuch Juſtice or Juſtices ſhall there. 
upon cauſe the Goods and Chattels found on any ſuch Search, and unlawtuily pawned, pledged, or ex- 
changed as aforeſaid, to be forthwith reſtored to the Owner or Owners thereof. 1 
* IX. And whereas Goods and Chattels are often pawned or pledged for ſecuring the Payment of Money 
© lent thereon, and the Profit thereof, and afterwards the Borrowers, or their Repretentatives, are deſirous to 
© repay the ſame, and the Profit due thereon, and make Tender thereof to the Perſon or Perſons with whom 
© the ſame are ſo pawned or pledged, yet they are frequently under great Difficulties to get back the Goods 
© and Chattels fo pawned, and are often under a Neceſſity to commence Suits at Law for the Recovery 
© thereof, to their great Expence:“ For Remedy whereof, be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaich 
That from and after the faid eleventh Day of Juli one thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty-feven, if any 
Goods or Chattels ſhall} be pawned or pledged for ſecuring any Money lent thereon, not excceding in the 
Whole the Principal Sum of ten Pounds, and the Profit thereof, and if within one Year after the pawning 
or pledging thereof, Proof having been made on Oath or Affirmation as aforeſaid, by one or more credible 
Witneſs or Witneſſes, and by producing the Note or Memorandum directed to be given by this AQ as

them, touching the Premiſes; and if Tender of the Principal Money due, and all Profit thereof as aforeſaid, 
ſhall be proved by Oath or Affirmation as aforeſaid to have been made, ſuch Principal Money not exceed- 
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niſtrators, or Aſſigns, by the Borrower or Borrowers of ſuch Principal Money, his, her, or their Executors, 
Adminiſtrators, or Aſſigns, weithin the laid Space of one Year after the ſaid pawning or pledging of the

Diviſion, City, Liberty, Town, or Place, wherein the Oftender or Oſtenders ſhall reſide or be convicted, 
there to remain without Bail or Mainprize until he, ſhe, or they ſhall detiver up the Goods or Chattels ſo 
cawned and continuing redeemable as aforcſaid, according to the Order of ſuch jultice or ſuſtices as afore-- 
aid, or make ſuch Satisfaction or Compenſation as ſuch Juſtice or Juſtices ſhall adjudge reaſonable for the 
Value thereof to the Party or Partics entitled to the Redemption of ſuch Goods or Chattels fo pawned, and 
continuing redeemable as aforeſaid. | 

X. And, to prevent any Inconvenience to Perſons carrying on the Trade and Buſineſs of a Pawnbroker, 
{om ſeveral different Perſons _— a Property in the ſame Goods or Chattels, be it further enacted by the 
Authority aforeſaid, That, from and after the ſaid eleventh Day of July one thouſand ſeven hundred and 
cighty-ſeven, any Perſon or Perſons who ſhall at any Time produce any ſuch Note or Memorandum as 
eld. to the Perſon or Perſons with whom the Goods therein ſpecified were pawned or pledged, as the 
Owner thereof, or as authoriſed by the Owner thereof, to redeem the ſame, and require a Delivery of the 
Goods or Chattels mentioned therein to him, her, or them, ſuch Perſon or Perſons ſhall be, and is and are 
hereby deemed and taken to be, ſo far as reſpects the Perſon or Perſons having ſuch Goods and Chattels in 
Pledge, the real Owner and Owners, Proprietor and Proprietors of ſuch Goods and Chattels; and the Per- 
ſon or Perſons ſo uſing the ſaid Trade and Buſineſs of a Pawnbroker ſhall be, and is and are hereby directed

And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That in caie any Pawnbroker ſhall have 
had ſuch previous Notice as aforclaid, or in caſe any ſuofr Note or Memorandum as aforeſaid thalt be 
loſt, miſlaid, deſtroyed, or fraudulently obtained irom tae Owner or Owners thereof, and the Goods 
and Chattels mentioned therein ſhall remain unredeemed, that then, and in every tuch Cafe, the Pawn-

An Act to enable his Majeſty to make ſuch Regulations as may be neceſſary to prevent 
the Inconvenience which might ariſe from the Competition of his Majeſty's Subjects 
and thoſe of the Moſt Chriſtian King, in carrying on the Fiſhery on the Coaſts of the 

| Iſland of Newfoundland. | 


HEREAS, by the thirteenth Article of the Treaty concluded at Utrecht on the fourth Day of 
c April, New Stile, in the Year of our Lord one thoufand ſeven hundred and thirteen, between her 
© late Majeſty Queen Anne and the Moſt Chriſtian King Lauis the Fourteenth, it was, among other 
© Things, agreed, That the Ifland called Newfoundland, with the adjacent Iſlands, ſhould, from that Time 
© forward, belong of Right wholly to Britain; and to that End the Town and Fortreſs of Placentia, and 


* whatever other Places in the faid Iſland were in the Poſſeſſion of the French, ſhould be yielded and given 


© up, within ſeven Months from the Exchange of the Ratification of that Treaty, or ſooner if poſſible, 
© by the Moſt Chriſtian King, to thoſe who had a Commiſſion from the Queen of Great Britain for that 
© Purpoſe ; nor ſhould the Moſt Chriſtian King, his Heirs or Succetlors, or any of their Subjects, at any 
© Time thereafter, lay Claim to any Right to the ſaid Ifland and Iſlands, or to any Part of them; more- 
© over, it ſhould not be lawful for the Subjects of France to fortity any Place in the faid Iſland of Newfound- 
© land, or to erect any Buildings there, beſides Stages made of Boards, and Huts neceſſary and uſeful for

And whereas, by the fifth Article of the definitive Treaty of Peace, concluded at / -»/ai{les, between his

* eighty-three, it was, among other 'I hings, agreed, That his Majeſty, the Ning of Great Britain, ſhould 


be maintained in his Right to the Iſland of .V-wfonnadland, and to the adjacent Iſlands, as the whole were 
* aſſured to him by the thirteenth Article of the Treaty of Utrecht, excepting the Iflands of Saint Pierre 
and Miguclon, which were ceded in full Right, by the ſaid 'Ireaty of the third Day of 9 one 
* thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty-three, to his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty; and that his Majeſty, the 
* Moſt Chriſtian King, in order to prevent the Quarrels which had before then ariſen between the two 
Nations of England and France, conſented to remove the Right of Fiſhing which belonged to him in 
virtue of the atoreſaid Article of the Treaty of Utrecht, from Cape Boxavi/ta to Cape Saint Jahn, ſituated 
© on the Eaſtern Coaſt of Newfoundland, in fifty Degrees North Latitude, and his Majeſty the King of

© expedient to prevent, in ſuch Elections, Diſputes, Delays, Uncertainty, and Expence : And wheres 
it would greatly contribute to the Prevention of the ſaid Evils, and to the aſcertaining of the Rights of te 
© faid Perſons, if proper Regiſters of Frecholders were to be by Law eſtabliſhed : And whereas it would 
© be much for the Eaſe and Convenience of the Generality of Frecholders, if they were to be enabled to 
* cauſe their Names to be enrolicd therein, without being obliged to travel to a great Diſtance from their 
reſpective Habitations for that Purpoſe :?

HERE AS, by an Act made and paſſed in the fourteenth Year of the Reign of his preſent Majeſty 
W a Duty of fix Pence is impoſed on every Gallon of Rum, or other Spirits, which ſhall be imported 
or brought into any Part of the Province of Quebec, from any of his Majeſty's Sugar Colonies in the 
Na Indies: And whereas it would greatly tend to encourage a proper commercial Intercourſe between 
the ſaid Province and the ſaid Colonies, if Rum imported into the ſaid Province in any Ship or Veſſel 
© which ſhall carry from thence, and land in any of his Majefty's Sugar Colonies in the Vest Indies, a

: HEREAS the Adminiſtration of Juſtice is frequently obſtructed for want of Reſident Juſtices 
- of the Peace, and might be much furthered in caſe the ſuſtices acting for two or more adio 
© Counties are enabled to act for the ſame, if perſonally preſent in either of thoſe in which they act;' tor 
Remedy whereof, in future, may it pleaſe your Majeſty that it may be enacted; and be it enactcd 
by the Eing's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Conſent of the Lords a. a and 
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Temporal, and Commons, in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, and by the Authority of the fame, That, 
from and after the paſling of this Act, it ſhall and may be lawiul for any Juſtice or Juſtices of the Peace, 
acting as tuch, for any two or more Counties, being adjoining Countics, to act as a fuſtice or Juſtices of 
the Peace in all Matters and I hings whatioever, concerning or in any wiſe relating to any or either of the 
{aid Counties, and that all Act and Acts of ſuch Jufſti:e or juſtices of the Peace, and the Act and Acts of

F HEREAS, as well by immemorial Uſage as by the Proviſions of former Laws, the Right and 
2 Privilege of drying Fiſh on the Iſland of Newforndland do not belong to any of his Mzjefty's 
© SubjzeRs arriving there, except from Great Britain, or one of his Majeſty's Dominions in Eurepe; for 
preventing Frauds, and thereby better ſecuring to his Majeſty's faid Subjects of Great Britain, and of

An Act for further regulating the Trade or Buſineſs of Pawnbrokers. 


N HERE AS an Act was paſſed in the twenty-feventh Year of the Reign of his preſent Majeſty 
c King G-orge the Third, for further regulating the Trade and Buſineſs of Pawnbrokers;, which Act 
© wzs to Continue in force for one Year, from the fit Day of Jun one taouiand ſcven hundred and eighty- 
* ſeven: And whereas an Act was paſſed in the laſt Seſſion of Parliament, f: am-nd and continue, for a 
E limited Time, the above-mentioned Ati; which was made to expire on the firſt Day of June one thouſand 
© ſeven hundred and eighty-nine, or at the End of the preſent Sctiion of Parliament: And whereas it is 
* expedient that Proviſion ſhould be made for further regulating tie Buſineſs of Pawnbrokers :* May it 
therefore pleaſe your Majeſty that it may be enacted ; and be it enacted by the King's moſt Excellent Ma— 
zeſty, by and with the Advice and Content of the Lords Spiritual and "Temporal, and Commons, in this 
dr Parliament aſſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, 'I'hat it ſhall be lawful, from and after the 
Ind of this preſent Seſſion of Parliament, for all Perſons uſing and exerciſing tie Trade and Buſineſs of 
a Pawnbroker, to demand, receive, and take, of and from all and every Perſon and Perſons applying 
or offering to redeem any Goods or Chattels pawned or pledged with ſuch Pawnbroker, a Profit after 
the following Rates, over and above the principal Sum and Sums which ſhall have bzen lent and 
advanced upon tie reſpective Pledge or Pledges, before any ſuch Pawnbroker ſhall be obliged to re- deliver 


the ſame; wideiicet -: 


For every Pledge upon which there ſhall have been lent any Sum not exceeding two Shillings and Six- 
pence, the Sum of one Halfpenny, for any Time during which the ſaid Pledge ſhall remain in Pawn, not 
exceeding one Calendar Month, and the fame for every Calendar Monti afterwards, including the current 
Month in which ſuch Pledge ſhall be redeemed, although ſuch Month ſhall not be expired: |

Which ſaid ſeveral Sums ſhall be taken in lieu of, and as a full Satisfaction for, all Intereſt due, and Charges 
for Warchouſe Room.

IT. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That in all Caſes where any intermediate Sum 
lent upon any Pawn or Pledge ſhall excced the Sum of two Snillings and Sixpence, and not exceed the 
Sum of forty Shillings, the Perſon lending the fame thall and may take, by way of Profit, as aforef..id, at 
and after the Rate of F ourpence, and no more, for the Loan of twenty Shullings by the Calendar Mouth, 
including the current Month, às aforcſaid, 8 

III. Provided always, and be it further enaRed, That in all Caſes where the Party or Parties entitled to, 
and applying for the Redemption of Goods pawned, within the Space of ſeven Days after the Expiration 
of the firſt Calendar Month after the fame {hall have been pledged, he, ſhe, or they ſhall and may be at 
liberty to redeem the fame, without paying any "Thing by way of Profit to the Pawnbroker for the ſaid 
ſeven Days, or ſuch Part therevt as ſhall then have elapſed ; and that in all Cafes where the Party or Partics 
ſo entitled, and applying as atcrelaid, after the Expiration of the ſaid firit ſeven Days, and before the Ex- 
piration of the firſt fourteen Days of the ſecond Calendar Month, he, ſhe, or they (hail and may be at li- 
berty to receem ſuch Goods, upon paying the Profit payable for one Calendar Month, and the Half of 
another Calendar Month, to the Pawnbroker ; but that in all Caſes where the Party or Parties fo entitled, 
and applying as aforeſaid, after the Expiration of the faid firſt fourteen Days, and before the Expiration of 
the ſaid ſecond Calendar Month, it ſhall be lawful for the Pawnbroker to demand and take the Profit of the 
whole ſecond Monti; and that the like Regulation and Reſtriction thall take place and be in force in every 
ſubiequent Calendar Month wherein Application ſhall be made for redeeming Goods pawned. 
IV. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That all and every Perſon and Perſons who, 
from and aiter the End of this pretent Seſſion of Parliament, ſhall take, by way of Pawn, Fledge, or Ex- 
change, of or from any Perſon or Perfons whomſoever, any Goods or Chattels, of what Kind ſoever the 
ſame thall be, and whereon ſhall be lent any Sum of Money exceeding five Shillings, ſhall forthwith, and 
before he, ſhe, or they ſhall or may advance or lend any Money upon ſuch Pawn or Pledge, enter, or cauſ2 
to be entered, in a fair and regular Manner, in a Book or Pooks to be kept by him, her, or them for that 
Purpoſe, a Deſcription of the Goods or Chattels which he, ſhe, or they ſhall receive in Pawn, Fledge, or 
Exchange, and allo the Sum of Money to be advanced or lent thereon, with the Day of the Month and 
Year on which, and the Name and Place of Abode of tne Perſon or Perſons by whom ſuch Goods or 
Chattels are ſo pawned, pledged, or exchanged, and alſo the Name and Place of Abode of the Owner or 
Owners thereof, according to the Information of the Perſon pawning, pledging, or exchanging the fame 
and in all Caſes where the Money lent on any ſuch Goods or Chattels ſhall not exceed the Sum of five 
Shillings, ſuch Entry {hall be made in ſuch Book or Books, by all and every ſuch Perſon and Perſons fo 
taking the ſame by way of Pawn, Pledge, or Exchange, as aforeſaid, within four Hours next after the ſaid 
Goods and Chattels thall have been fo pawned, pledged, or exchanged, as aforeſaid ; and every ſuch Perſon 
ſhall, at the "Time of the taking of every Pawa, Pledge, or Exchange whatſoever, give to the Perſon or 
Perſons ſo pawning, pledging, or exchanging tie ſame, a Note or Memorandum, fairly written or printed, 
or in part written and in part printed, containing therein, in like Manner, a Deicription of the Goods 
and Chattels waich he, ſhe, or they have received in Pawn, Pledge, or Exchange, and alfo the Sum of 
Money advanced thereon, with the Day of the Monti and Year on which, and tze Name and Place of 
Abode of the Perſon or Perſons by whom ſuch Goods or Chattels are ſo pawned, pledged, or exchanged, 
and alfo the Name and Place of Abode of the Owner or Owners thereof, according to the Information 
aforeſaid, and upon which faid Note or Memorandum, or on the Buck wheicot, {hall be moreover fairly 
written or printed the Name and Viace of Abode of the Pawnbroxer giving tae tame ; wich faid Note or 
Memorandum the Party and Partics pawaing, pledging, or exchanging the ſaid Goods or Chattels, ſhali, 
and he, ſhe, or they is and are hereby required to accejt and take in al Caſce, and the Pawnbroker ihall 
not receive and retain fuch Pledge, unleſs the Party pledging or offering to pledge the ſame {hall accept and 
take ſuch Note or Memorandum; and every ſuch Note, here the Sum lent (hall be leſs than hve Shillings, 
ſhall be delivered gratis; and where the Sum lent ſhall be hve Shillings or upwards, and leſs than ten 
Shillings, ſuch Pawnbroker thall and niay take one Haltpenny for the fame; and wheze the Sum lent ſhall 
be ten Shillings or upwards, and lefs than twenty ohill;ngs, ſuch Pawnbroker ſhall and may take one Penny 
for the fame ; and where the Sum lent ſhall be twenty Shiliings or upwerds, and leſs than five Pounds, the 
Sum of T wopence for the ſame; and where te Sum lent ſhall be tive Peuncs or upwards, the Sum of 
Fourpence, and no more; and which Note ſha!l be produced to the Pawnbroxer before he or the ſhall be 
obliged to re-deliver the reſpective Goods or Chattels, except as REFen-alter ls excepted, | 
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V. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That from and aſter the End of this preſent 
Seſſion of Parliament, if any Perſon or Perſons ſhall knowingly and deſignedly pawn, pledge, or exchange, 
or unlawfully diſpoſe of the Goods or Chattels of any other Perſon or P'erſons, not being employed or 
authoriſed by the Owner or Owners thereof ſo to do, and ſhall be thereof convicted by the Oath of any 
credible Witneſs or Witneſſes, or by the Confeſſion of the Perſon or Perſons charged with ſuch Offence, 
before any Juſtice or Juſtices of the Peace for the County, Riding, Diviſion, City, Liberty, Town, or Place 
where the Offence ſhall be committed (which Oath every ſuch Juſtice or Juitices as aforeſaid is and are 
hereby empowered and required to adminifter), every ſuch Offender thall, for every ſuch Offence, forfeit the 
Sum of twenty Shillings, and alfo the full Value of the Goods or Chattels fo pawned, pledged, exchanged, 
or diſpoſed of. ſuch Malus to be aſcertained by ſuch Juſtice or Juſtices; and in caſe the ſaid Forfeiture ihall 
not be forthwith paid, the Juſtice or Juſtices of the Peace as aforeſaid, before whom ſuch Conviction ſhall 
be had, ſhall commit the Party or Parties fo convicted to the Houle of Correction, or ſome other publick 
Priſon of the County, Riding, Diviſion, City, Liberty, Town, or Place, wherein the Offender or Offenders 
ſhall refide or be convicted, there to remain and be kept to hard Labour for the Space of not more than 
three Calendar Months, nor leſs than one Calendar Month, unleſs the faid Forieitures ſhall be ſooner paid 
and if, within three Pays before the Expiration of the faid Herm of Commitment, the faid Forfeitures 
ſhall not be paid, the ſ2id Juſtice or Juſtices thail, and is and arc hereby required to order, upon the-Appli- 
cation of the Proſecutor or Proſecutors, the Perſon or Perſons fo convicted to be publickly waipped in the 
Houſe of Correction or Priſon to which the Ofter:der or Ottenders ſhall have been committed, or in foine 
other publick Place of the County, Riding, Diviſion, City, Liberty, Lon, or ace, where the Offence 
ſhall have been committed, as to ſuch Juſtice ur Juſtices ſhall ſeem proper; and the ſaid reſpective For- 
feitures, when recovered, ſhall be applied towards making Satisfaction thereout to the Party or Parties in- 
jured, and defraying the Coſts of the Proſecution, as ſhall be adjudged reaionable by the Juttice or Juſtices 
before whom ſuch Conviction thall be had; but if the Party or Parties injured ſhall decline to accept of 
ſuch Satisfaction, and Colts, or if there ſhall be any Overplus of the ſaid reſpective Forfeitures, after 
making ſuch Satisfaction, and paying ſuch Coſts as aforeſaid, then ſuch reſpcctive F orfeitures, or the Over— 
lus thereof (as the Cale ſhall happen), ſhall be paid and applied to and for the Ule of the Poor of the 
Parich or Place where ſuch Offence ſhall have been committed, and ſhall be paid to the Overſcers of the 
Poor of ſuch Pariſh or Place for that Purpoſe. | 

VI. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, T hat if any Perſon or Perſons ſhall coun- 
terfeit, forge, or alter, or procure to be counterfeited, forged, or altered, any ſuch Note or Memorandum 
as aforeſaid, or ſhall utter, vend, or ſell any ſuch Note as aforeſaid, knowing the fame to be counterteited, 
forged, or altered, with Intent to defraud any Perſon or Perſons whomioever, every ſuch Perſon ſhall be 
puniſhed in Manner herein-after mentioned, and it thall be lawtul for any Perſon or Perſons, his, her, or 
their Servants or Agents, to whom any Note ſhall be uttered or offered, which he, ihe, or they ſhall have 
Reaſon to ſuſpect to have been counterfeited, forged, or altered, to ferze and detain ſuch Perſon or Perſons 
uttering or offering the ſame, and to deliver him, her, or them, as ſoon as conveniently may be, into the 
Cuſtody of a Conſtable or other Peace Officer, Who thall, and is hereby required, as ſoon as conveniently 
may be, to convey ſuch Perſon or Perſons before ſome juſtice or Juſtices of the Peace for the County, 
Riding, Diviſion, City, Liberty, own, or Place, wherein the Ottence ſhall be ſuppoſed to have been com- 
mitted; and if upon Examination it ſhall appear, to the Satis/action of ſuch Juſtice or Juitices, that the 
Perſon or Perſons charged with having committed any ſuch Offence is or are guilty thereof, then, and in 
every ſuch Caſe, the ſaid jultice or Juſtices is and are hereby autgoriſed and required to commit the Party 
or Parties offending to the Common Gaol or Houſe of Correction of the County, Riding, Diviſion, 
City, Liberty, Town, or Flace, wherein the Offence ſhall be committed, there to be impriſoned for any 
Time not exceeding the Space of three Calendar Months, nor leis than one Calendar Month, at the Diſcre- 
tion of ſuch juſtice or Juſtices. 

VII. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That in cafe any Perſon or Perſons who ſhall 
offer, by way of Pawn, Pledge, Exchange, or Sale, any Goods or Chattels, thall not be able, or hull refufe 
to give a ſatisfactory Account of himſelf, herſelf, or themſelves, or of the Means by which he, ſhe, or they 
became poſſeſſed of ſuch Goods or Chattels, or ſhall give any falſe Information to the Parynbroker, or to 
his or her Servant or Servants, as to whether ſuch (3oods or Chattels are his, her, or their oοσn Property 
or not, or if there ſhall be any other Reaſon to ſuſpect that ſuch Goods or Chait-!s are ſtolen, or otherwik 
illegally or clandeſtinely obtained, or if any Perſon or Perſons not entided, nor having any, Colour of 
Title by Law to redeem Goods or Chattels in pledge or pawn, ſhall attempt or endeavour to redeem the 
ſame, it ſhall be lawful for any Perſon or Perſons, his, her, or their Servants or gents, to whom ſuch 
Goods or Chattels ſhall bz fo offered, or witn whom ſuch Goods or Chattcis are in pl. dge, to ſeize and 
detain ſuch Perſon or Perſons, and the ſaid Gg ds or Chattels, and to deliver ſuch Perſon or Perſons im- 
mediately into the Cuſtody of a Conſtable or other Peace Officer, who ihall and is hereby required, as 
ſoon as may be, to convey ſuch Perſon or Perſons, and che id Goods or Chattels fo offered, before ſome 
Juſtice or Juſtices of the Peace for the County, Riding, Diviſion, City, Liberty, Pown, or Place, wherein 
the Gnence ſhall be fyppoſed to have been committed; and it ſuch Juſtice or Nan ſhall, upon Exanu- 
nation and Enquiry, have Cauſe to ſuſpect that the ſaid Goods or Chattels were itolen, or illegally or clan— 
deſtinely obtained, or that the Perſon or Perſons offering and endeavouring to redeem the fame ſhall net: 
have any Pretenc2 or Colour of Right to redeem the ſame, it ihall be lawful for ſuch Juſtice or Juſtic-; 
to commit ſuch Perſon or Perſons into ſafe Cuitody for ſuch reatonable "T'ime as fhall be neceſſary for the 
obtaining proper Information on the Subject, in order to be further examined; and if upon either of the
